Catalonla, thirty-seven cabln and eighty-
two steeruge. ‘The steamer alse brought
forty cabin and 218 steerage passengers on
her own aecount, aml o spite of the tem-
pestuous weatliey all on board were In good
heplth.

The Catalonla left Liverpool on Jaouary
16, and after touching at Queonstown the
next dny she steamed for Heston, Three
days Inter, when she was LMM7T miles west
of Fastoet, the Cuosrder's screw shaft
snappeid.  She was spoken at 1 o'clock the
next morning by (he White Star frelghter
Cevie, but Captain Nicol, of that shlp, re-
fused to tike the Catalonld In tow.

The Braunsehweiz spoke the Catalonla al
8 a. m, on Jaguary 22, and A once tpok
ber In tow. The two vessels reached Ponte
del Gada on Juouary 28, and there the
pussengers were transferred.  The Cato-
lonin remained there for repalrs.

After lenving the Axotes the Driunsch-
welg wies swept by giles fromt U1l polnts of
the comnpass, and she reached Fire Island
yeuterday foremoon In time to mdet the
gile blowlng off shore. It required five
honrs fo reach Snondy Hpok. She finally
fought her way into port

WATER BLOWN OFF THE BAR.

The vessel
was fiemly lmbedded In the wud, and as
she was almost denuded of her rigglng and
